A thankful man ambitiouſſy 


ſtrives to requite the courteſy of another; then it is not 


the word ambition that makes it unlawful, but the man · 

ner of compaſſing it, and the means of employing it. 
The ſecond degree of ambition is the Conſequences of 

wade, envy, and malice ; and obtained by corruption, 
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kings, who have not ſpared their own blood to obtain 


their monſtrous ambitious ends. 
Ambition is like the inſatiable ſea, that receives all 


other! brooks and rivers, and yet is never filled. It may 
be compared to the monſter Hydra, which, though- 
ſhe. loſeth her head, yet inereaſeth again; for the 
nature of ambition is never to have an end; and as 
man compaſſeth his deſire in one thing, he is not long 


| ſatisfied with it, but covets another, ſtill working his 
own miſery and deſtruction. But he ſhould remember 


the words of Plutarch, that none climb ſo high, but he 


has a God above, and his actions are beheld by him. 


Ambition is a thing conceived i in the heart, * conſented 


to in the mind. 


The laſt and baſeſt p property of 8 is, to 8 
their end by corruption. This age and nation is beſt able 


to teftify it; for no man's. virtue can advance him, nor no 


man's vice hinder his ambition, if he has money and 


means to buy his Preferment.

They produce 
content in the mind, eaſe in the body, and quietneſs in 
the ſoul. Plutarch aduiſes Frajan to patience in troubles, 
to be gentle in buſineſs, to bear with ill tongues, and 
ſuffer calumnies, which time cures, when reaſon cannot; 
andi it is a great wiſdom to abſtain from doing a bad 
office, when it is not in our power to do a good one; 
for if we can abſtain our deſires by fair means, we ſhould 
not endeavour to abſtain them by foul ; for the true pre- 
perty of a wiſe man is to think of times paſt, to order 
things preſent, and to be careful of the ſuture. Cicero 
ſays, that prudence and patience is the art of life, as 
phyfic is of health; it neither deceives or is deceived. As 
for wordly fortunes, they are uncertain and mutable, ſor 
no man can account himſelf happy till his death. 
One thing 1 heartily and earneſtly recommend to you, 
at your idle hours (I know my requeſt is no ſooner pro- 
pounded than granted) which is the continuance and de- 
light in your learning; but with this caution, that it 


breeds not a vain and arrogant conceit, which may cauſe 


conteſt 
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depend on the authority of the writer and the judgment 
of the reader: many times writers differ; and readers are 
apt and Prane to rely on him who fuits beſt with their 
particular opinion. This over - bearing conceit entirely 
deſtroys the power of reaſon, and is the original cauſe of
